Turkey and England 


The Hopelessly Insincere Character of 
the Ottoman People 


England has dealt with the Turk 
enough to be aware of the hope- 
essly insincere character of Ottoman 
Giplomacy. Pressed hard enough, the 
Sublime Porte will promise almost 
anything, but never willingly redeems 
@ promise. The new White Paper, 
just published by the British foreign 
Office, shows plainly enough that from 
the beginning of the war Turkey de- 
Uberately tried to deceive England as 
to her intention. It is difficult to be- 
eve that so experienced a diplomat as 
Bir Edward Grey did not realize this. 
All the world knew that German in- 
fluence was well nigh supreme at Con- 
etantinople, and that the Turkish 
forces on land and cea would be hurled 
upon the Allies whenever Germany de- 
ded that the farce of Turkish neu- 
trality was played out. Sir Edward's 
purpose, probably, was to delay this 
event as long as possible, and mean- 
while to put the onus of the act where 
it properly belongs. Thus he .ccept- 
ed with a straignt face excuses that 
were palpably false.—Philadelphia 
Public Ledger.

The Prophets 
Do Not Agree 


Opinions of Experts Differ Widely as 
to Probable Duration of War in 
Europe 

War prophets are as numerous as 
weather prophets, if not more so. And 
they are quite ao diverse in their 
views as the gentlemen who tell us, 
with such cocksureness in each case, 
just what kind of a winter we area to 
experience, These facts, whic they 
may add interest to speculation om the 
subject, are of no material ‘issistance 
in reaching a satisfactory conclusion. 
The reader of these forecasts is left 
at the end quite as much in doubt as 
at the beginning. 

A glance over some of the state- 
ments with reference to the probable 
duration of the Old World conflict 
must inevitably impress on2 with the 
amazing differences of opinion on the 
part of those who may be called ex- 
perts in military and political matters. 
Thus a genera: of years and discre- 
tion, high in the confidence of his gov- 
ernment and holding a prominent posi- 
tion on the French general staff, has 
said that the war will come to an end 
within three months, “not by force of 
arms, but by force of hunger, togeth- 
er with exhaustion cof other means of 
carrying on the ‘var.’ These utter- 
ances appear in the Paris Gaulois. 
Seemingly as a direct offset, the Ber- 
lin Kolnische Zeitung puts forth a 
statement showing the resources of 
Germany and Austria and asserting 
that the two countries can if neces- 
sary put in the field a fresh army of 
18,000,000. 

From other quarters come various 
estimates as to the length of the war 
and the condition of the belligerents, 
The Russki I: valid, organ of the Rus: 
sian ministry of \.ar, believes opera- 

ys against Austria will be success- 
ful before the winter sets in, but ad- 
mits that the campaign against Ger- 
many is a more serious matter and 
may not be brought to a successfu! 
couclusion before “early summer,” 
Germans, as a whole, appear to be 
more cautious or more reticent than 
some others, yet they are not wanting 
in suggestions on the subject. The 
King of Bavaria, whose troops . com- 
pose an important part of the German 
force, in addressing some cadets at 
Munich told them “the war will last a 
long time, but we shall no: rest until 
the enemy is beaten off the battle 
field and we have secured a peace that 
will protect ug against attack for a 
long time to come.” This, if accurately 
representing German spirit, does not 
’ dicate an early return of peace, 

Field Marshal Evettovich, of the 
Austrian army, quoted in the Massi.g- 
ero, of Rome, has said: “Next spring 
England can put another arny into 
the field, and in the summer and fall 
other belligerents can collect fresh 
forces, but in 1916 no more c.n pos- 
sibly be raised. The entrance of neu- 
tral nations into the conflict will rath- 
er prolong than shorten the war.” So 
this experienced soldier caa see no 
end to the struggle until 1916, when 
all hands will be so exhausted that 
thy cannot continue the fighting. 

Thig idea conforms closely to that 
of a French officer, name ot givon 
but mentisned as one of the most dis- 
t{nguished commanders, who is report- 
ed by the London Mail as saying the 
Germans cannot be driven beyond the 
Rhine before February, 1916, and 
peace will not be concluded before 
1917. The London Standard issues 
this warni.g: “The foolish talk of the 
war being practically ended and the 
Germans already hopelessly beaten is 
unworthy of brave and intelligent peo- 
ple and should be severely discoun- 
tenanced. Germany is still (unfor- 
tunately for the worla) possessed of 
the most formidable war machine that 
has ever existed.” i 

In addition to these predictions and 
comments there are many others of 
widely varying tenor, some forecast- 
ing an early peace and others placing 
the end of the conuict in the indefin- 
ite and more or less remote future; 
and there is equal diversity as to the 
terms upon which agreement will be 
reached. Summed up, it appears that 
the shrewdest of observers is actually 
“all at sea” as to the time when the 
great conflict ghall terminate.—Troy 
Times,

War Conditions Reviewed! 


Mr. H. V. Meredith and Sir Ferderick 
Willlams-Taylor Speak of Its Ef-. 
fect Upon the Country 
With. ,world war is progress, and 
unprecédented conditions’ existing, tite 
annual meeting of the Bank of Mont- 
real this week attracted more than the 
usual attention for it gave an oppoy- 
tunity for the shareholders of the 
bank and Canadians in general to hear 
the views of two of Canada’s most 
celebrated bankers—Mr. H. V. Mere- 
fae and Sir Frederick Williams-Tay- 

or. 

Both gentlemen reviewed the situa- 
tion in very able fashion and. it is 
interesting to note that both express- 
ed the view that Canada was weath- 
ering the storm with a certain degree 
of success. 

After pointing out the fact that the 
bank had greatly strengthened its pos- 
ition during the year, Mr. H. V. Mere- 
dith, the president, said: 

“The outbreak of hostilities brought 
about the collapse of the whole finan- 
cial fabric, the closing of the bourses 
and a wor.d-wide financial even Ace, 
For a time, at least, a condition of 
well nigh genera. insolvency was 
threateneu. 

“Britain's command of the seas was 
undoubtedly the chief factor in bring- 
ing a recovery of confidence, but great 
credit is due to the government aad 
their able financial advisers for their 
bold and statesmanlike views of the 
situation and their prompt action ‘n 
meeting the crisis, as well as to the 
Bank, of England for the courage and 
ictivity with which the plang of the 
government were carried out.” 


Situation in Canada 

After giving an exceedingly instruc- 
tive review of the world position, Mr, 
Meredith said of Can da that agricul- 
ture wag prosperous, but a general 
suspension of hew undertakings is ap- 
parent,. At the same time he thought 
aat as regaras unemployment our pos- 
ition will compare favorably with that 
of other countries, 

Mr. Meredith pointed out that for- 
tunately it has not been necessary for 
Canada to resort to a moratorium and 
closed his remarks in the following 
.vpeful vein: 

“War and cther adverse conditious 
are bound to retard our progress. A 
period of rest and recuperation muy 
be expect d, but the futur» depends 
to a great extent upon tke spirit with 
which the people meet the changed 
conditions, 

“Economy and prudence ji, the mat- 
ter of expenditure, and an earuest ef- 
‘ort to increase producticn of export- 
able artic.es, will in time usher in an 
era of active trade and reneweu pros- 
perity.” 

Stands Strain Well 

Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, af- 
ter pointirg out that the Bank of 
Montreal was 97 years old, spoke ot 
ihe great stability of the institution 

nd later reviewed Canadian  condi- 
tions as a whole and by each prov- 
ince. Li 
Speaking ofsu, 
said in part: 

“The outstandjg result sas been 
the instantaneousgtoppags of the sup- 
ply of British casta! to which we had 
become so accusomed that sight was 
too frequently jst of its ftmportance 
as a factor in tk development of the 
Dominion, a 

“Money from this source flowed to 
us in such in¢easing’ volume that 
during a consgerable ante bellum 
period it amouned in rounc. figures + 
at least $25,000,Q0 per month.. @anad- 
ian public borrowngs from.'{4e London 
money market fyy the seven months 
erding 8lst Jul were $17,000,000. 
Since the outbreak of the war the in- 
flow of such capital as ceased.” 


Our Own Resources 

How to face th» loss of this money 
and continue to expand were serious 
problems, Sir Frederick said we were 
now getting a littl: money from the 
States, and added: 

“It is oDvious to everyone that we 
are cast upon our own resources, that 
we are on thial, and that our future 
development will depend in no small 
measure upon the conditions in which 
we emerge from this trying ordeal. 

“The longer the duration of the war, 
the more will the colunial props of 
the empire, including Canada, suffer, 
but good will come out of evil, for 
our energies will be turned t» the de- 
velopment.of our great natural weal.h 
particularly our vast agricultural re- 
sources and we can then look forward 
with confidence to eventually emerg- 
ing from present conditions a wiser 
people with our affairs or a healthier, 
more norma}*and*gounder basis.” 


_Big Gain in Assets 

The Bank of: Montreal, itself, came 
through the trying year with flying 
colorg and itg total assets aer now 
$259,400,000 compared with $244,700,- 
vv0 a year ago. An interesting feature 
of the stftement is the facc that de- 
posits are considerably higher than 
they were last year. Deposits bearing 
interest are now $154,500,000, an in- 
crease of $10,000,000, while non-inter- 
est bearing deposits are $42,600,000, 
a loss of $8,000,000, This shows a net 
gain of $7,000,000, 

The bank's profits 
were $2,496,000, compared with §2,- 
648,000 a year ago, While this is a 
small falli g off it is insignificant com- 
pared with the fine results achieved in 
fortiflying the bank’s position. 

A Big Surplus 

It is noticed that the bank loaned 
the Dominion government $5,000,000 
during the year and also loaned over 
$9,000,000 to cities, towns and school 
districts to help them over a period 
that made the raising of money 
through debenture issues exceedingly 
difficult, 

Another interesting item is the fact 
that the bank gave the Canadian Pat- 
riotic Fund $100,000. 

After making the usual liberal al- 
lowances the bank carries forward into 
next year $1,232,000 compareua with 
$1,046,000 the year previous. J 

Bank Men at Front 

Net the least interesti>g statement 
made at the meeting came .n a reply 
Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor made 
to a motion of thanks to the staff. He 
said: 

“We have on active service 162 fine 
athletic young men, the vest in the 
land, and double that number would 
gladly go to the front could they be 
spared, and meanwhile hundreds more 
of those on our nominal roll are drill 
ing. Those with the colors will surely 
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be a credit to Canada and this bank, 
and may I add that those who remain 
behind are foregoing their holidays 
and doing the extra work devolving 
oe them cheerfuily and ungrudging- 
y. 


Sample of German Inhumanity 
A valued correspondent in Eng- 


land tells us of an instance of Ger- 
man inhumanity actually witnessed 
by a Dutch ne vspaperman, 

Three captured British soldiers, 
mere lads, not long from the soccer 
football fields, were lying on the 
floor of a railway brake van, dying 
from bayonet wounds, inflicted by 
thei: captors, 

Some three hundred German in- 
fantrymen had just received their 
soup. The lads had not been fed 
since their capture two days before, 
The Kaiser's men kept up a con-, 
stant stream of abuse of the Eng-! 
lish prisoners, and several of them 
again and again pushed their soup 
under the noses of tue starving, dying 
men, crying ou‘ “Do you wint dinner, 
pigs?” 

In all that company there was 
not one man of sufficiently compas- 
sionate or even decent feeling to 


minister to the dying boys in any 
way. 
German culture jis certainly an 


amazing thing, as it has exhibited 
itself in the present war!

Britain the Natural Protector of Egypt 
The Cairo correspondent of the 
Daily Telegraph, gives an interview 
given to him by Rushdi Pasha on the 
advantage of British rule in Egypt. 
“Britain is the natural protector of 
Egypt on many grounds,” said the 
prime minister, “Her predominance in 
Egypt assures for her that the great 
highway to the Hast will be kept open. 
Her control guards the European fin- 
ancial interest in Egypt and to use it 
means the integrity of our territory. 
“As enormous majority of Egyptians 
appreciate Great Britain's work and 
on every ground would greatly regret 
a break in England's interest in the 
country. We shall have more ! ope of 
realizing our ambitions to become an 
important state if We work under 
Britain's guidance. No other power 
could help us in the same way.” 
Rushdi Pasha spoke in warm terms 
of Lord Kitchener's work in Egypt and 
expressed the hope that when the Brit- 
ish secretary of war's task in Eng- 
land is finished he would return, The 
Egyptians would be most happy to 
have Lord Kitchener back,” he add- 
ed. “One does not expect great sold- 
fers to be statesmen, but Lord Kitch- 
ener has proved himself, by his clear 
sighted policy in Egypt, to be a states- 
man of the first rank,”

France's Terrible New Death-Dealer 
Is a Wonderful Invention 
France has obtained a terrible new 
weapon in an air bomb just brought 

into use. Its effects are amazing. 

“When it bursts it simply lays 
everything near out flat,” states one 
of the airmen using it. ‘Men go down 
like ten pins, buildings collapse like 
a house of playin- cards, guns are 
turned over as if by some unseen 
hand, Even the earth disturbed is in- 
stantly flattened out by the same ex- 
traordinary waves of force. 

“Extreme cold is produced at the 
moment of explosion, cold so intense 
that I felt it myself when I dropped 
my first bomb at o height of about 
800 feet. It fell on a section of Ger 
mans bivouacking in a fleld. I esti- 
mate that at least thirty men were 
killed within the area of the explosion. 
Had they been massed more densely 
more would have been killed. 

“Death from these bombs comes in- 
Heel from intense cold and concus- 
sion.” 

The bomb is similar in size and 
weight to the dynamite bomb hitherto 
used with great effect. The material 
composing it, which ig simple, can be 
conveyed to ty air base, and the 
bomb can be filled by the airman or 
his assistants before he starts, 

In addition to the air bomb French 
alrmen have four terrible weapons of 
destruction in use: 

The steel arrows, 6 in. long, groov- 
ed to ensure straight, downward 
flight, about an ounce in weight and 
carried in a box which launches 1,000 
at atime. Dropped from an average 
flying height one of these will go 
clean through a rider and his horse. 
The airmen carry several thousands 
on each flight, 

The quick firing alr gun, which has 
accounted for many of the enemy's 
machines, 

The shell pistol, a lucky shot from 
vee will put a Zeppelin out of ac- 
tion, 

The dynamite bomb, weighing 90Ib., 
often used for blowing up bridges.

Heroine of Battlefield 


Young French Girl Who Risked Life 
to Help British Wounded 
A pretty story of a sixteen year 


old ench girl's bravery is told by 
Corporal §. Healy of the Royal Irish 
regiment. It was after one of the 


hardest fightg along the Aisne, and 
dozens of the British wounded were 
left lying out in the open after the 
battle with little prospect of relief 
until the next day. Most of the poor 
fellows were nearly mad with thirst. 
Many were delirious, and others were 
just sensible enough to keep mur- 
muring for water. “Then we heard u 
gentle footbai,” the corporal added, 
“and, looking up, we saw a charming 
girl of about sixteen picking her way 
through the piles of dead and wound- 
ed. She had brought us goat's milk 
and wine to relieve us thirst. 

“We learned that she was from a 
farm near by, just out of the line of 
fire, and she had risked her life in 
coming there to give us something to 
drink because she was grateful to the 
British troops for helping to drive the 
German invaders back. She seemed 
to be without fear, and tripped briskly 
along in spite of the shells and rifle 
fire. We -vere all stricken with griet 
when she was carried into hospitai 
next day. She had been shot on the 
way back. It was a nasty wound, but 
after an operation the doctors hoped 
she would pull through. Every soldier 
who saw her prays for her every 
night.”

It is hot improbable that statistics 
compiled at the er’ of this war will 
demonstrate that of all who took pa:t 
in it the warrior least exposed to dan- 
ger was the private soldier,—Phila- 
delpzia Telegraph.

Scarcer as the 
Demand Grows 


African Elephants, Now Being Killed 
Off, Have Long Furnished the 
Supply of Ivory 

When the King and Queen visited 
the London docks a short time ago, 
3ays London Answers, they saw laia 
out on the floor of one of the greai 
warehouses $760,000 worth of ivory— 
an array of fine tusks which must 
have represented great hunting adven- 
tures in tropical forests. 

Africa is the chief source of the 
world’s supply of ivory, and it is esti- 
mated that 70,000 elephants are an- 
ually slaughtered for their tusks. But 
not more than twenty per cent. of this 
ivory. is represented in the total im- 
ports to s.urope, 

Blephants have been dying off for 
years and years, and it is only since 
ivory came into geeral use that their 
tusks have been dug from the soil. 
Some of them have, in the meantime, 
been stored and used by natives in 
many ways. Hven today some native 
chiefs in the interior of Africa possess 
stockades round their palaces com- 
posed of rows of tusks collected when 
they were of little valuo, and they now 
barter these for the luxuries of mod- 
ern life, 

But elephants still abound in the 
German Southwest African district 
known as Caprivi. This place is in the 
extreme south of Ovampoland, has 
been completely unexplored by Ger- 
mans in order to avoid irritating the 
natives, and yet the district contains 
more elephants than any other in 
Africa. The Portuguese are well ac- 
quainted with the fact, and the ivory 
which they convey thence via Angola 
hag long been a source of unlimited 
wealth. 

Of course, ivory is produced in smal] 
quantities by th. hippopotamus, nar 
whale and sperm whale, but the com- 
paratively insignficant tusks of the 
former have long ceased to suffice 
even for dentists alone, though no 
other kind of ivory is adapteu for their 
special requirements. Any supply that 
may be extracted from the ocean is 
obviously of too slight and precarious 
a nature to be relied on, and though 
important remains of mammoth tusks 
are from time to time unearthéd in 
Siberia the ivory trade potn ancient 
and modern has practically depended 
upon the African elephant. 

Although in recent years the ivory 
imported into London has decreased, 
che falling off has been caused by a 
new market having been created by 
the opening up o1 the Congo Free 
State. The ivory coming frem that 
region is now gold in Antwerp, so that 
when the quantities are put together 
the total imports actually show an -n- 
crease. 

The average weight of ivory obtain- 
ed from a single elephant is about fifty 
pounds, but tusks weighing up to 150 
pounds and 180 pounds have been pro- 
cured. Examples have even been 
recorded of tusk. exceeding 200 
pounds in weight, but these are very 
rare, 

The most expensive tusks are those 
used in the manufacture of billiard 
balls; they have cost as much as $800 
per hundredweight but the average 
price is probably nearer $5v0 per hun- 
dredweight. The average price for 
the best tusks may be stated at fro:n 
$2 to $2.75 a pound. Apart from bil- 
liard balls, ivory is chiefly used for 
knife and other handles, combs, piano 
seys, chessmen and carved ornaments. 

All the tusks are sorted into sizes 
and qualities, and the shuvings that 
are left over after the manufacturers 
have take’. what they want are made 
up into a thousand small articles in 
everyday use, - 

Although ivory has been tue subject 
of almost as much artistic perception 
and workmanship as gold itself, it is 
with its purely uuiitarian aspects that 
people are now chiefly concerned. 
Many substances have been applied to 
the purposes for which real ivory is 
admittedly supreme, Celluloid, for in- 
stance, is one of its counterfeits, and 
@ poor one indeed; but it has been im- 
mensely developec. during recent 
years, particularly in the United 
states. A great my things that were 
once made of ivory may, and, as man- 
ufacturers tell us, must, now be made 
of celluloid. 

Then there is what is known as 
vegetable ivory, produced fro~1 the nut 
of the tagua plant, a native of the 
northern regions of South America, 
The kernels of these nuts when ripe 
are exceedingly hard and white and 
pear a remarkable resemblance to real 
ivory. They are extensively used in 
the manufacture of buttons, umbreila 
handles and smal trinkets and mil- 
\ions of them are being imported into 
Great Britain every year, 


SIKH’S DISC OF DEATH 


Strange Weapon Used by the Indian 
Troops In War 

The Sikhs fighting in the war can 
certainly claim to possess the most 
unique form of weapon of any military 
unit in the campaign. This is a 
hand thrown missile, composed of 
metal similar in shape to the discus 
with which we have been made fa- 
miliar in Roman history. Its edge is 
sharpened, and thrown with a pecul- 
iar circular motion, has extraordinary 
penetrating power. It cuts like a 
knife through paper when it strikes 
any object in its path. At a distance 
of 100 yards the disc is capable of 
cutting its way through a piece of 
hard wood two inches thick, It is the 
peculiar twist given to the weapon 
when it 1s thrown which causes the 
cutting edge to bury itself so re- 
morselessly in anything that it meets. 
It is doubtful wnether any but the 
Sikhs could effectively use this unique 
weapon, They made deadly use of the 
disc of death at the Battle of Dix- 
mude, when 20,000 Germans are gaid 
to have been glaughtered in a brilliant 
Indian charge.

Dominion Atlantic Railway 
The record of improvements effected 
on which Dominion Atlantic Railway, 
which the Canadian Pacific Railway 
leased in 1911 for 99 years shows that 
new wharves have been built; 45 miles 
of new track have Deen ballasted; 30 
miles of new 85 pound rails have 
been laid down; 120 cattle guards 
have been filled and replaced by sur- 
face guards, while cozens of bridges 
have been either tmproved or rebuilt. 
In round figures 6,000 feet of wooden 
bridges have been replaced, or will 
be replaced very shortly, , by steel 
bridges, concrete arches, and rail top 
culverts.

C. P. R. Shops at North Bay 


Extensive Alterations and Additions 
Made to Equipment 

A description of the enlargement of 

the Canadian Pacific Railway’s divi- 

sional shops at North Bay shows how 

extensive the alterations and exten- 


sions are. Work on these was com- 
menced early in 1913, and required 
about a year tc complete. The 


project included not only the exten- 
sion of the shops but also the mechan- 
ical yards, involving the reclamation 
of a small section of land along 
the shore of Lake Nipissing. The 
motive power, prior to the change 
consisted of a 23 stall. locomotive 
house, with small machine and black- 
smith shop attached to the west end. 
This combined building was of a 
heavy masonry constriction, and has 
been retained in the new layout. To 
the west there has been added a 
combined machine and erectirg shup, 
served by a transfer table, along the 
west frontage of the shop. The ercct- 
ing shop contains 12 tracks, the depth 
of the erecting shop being 70 feet. 
The alterations have,- indeed, been 
80 extensive as to almost produce the 
feeling of entire newness’ as to ap- 
pearance and size. The normal 
monthly production is eight loco- 
motives. Repairs of all. kinds are 
made. Old engine, are made to look 
like new; more men have been em- 
ployed; and under the direction of 
Mr. A. H. Kenfall excellent work is 
turned out at these augmented shops, 
the presence of which, by the way, 
have made North Bay the bustling 
city it is—as the U.P.R. from the start 
made {t a junctional point and had 
their regular shops there, The added 
enlargement, ‘with consequent  in- 
crease of men, gives life and the 
aiigeitne of money to the ambitious 
city.

Heroic Deeds 
on Battlefield 


of Bravery Performed in the 
Heat of Battle 


Thrilling tales of the bravery of 
the soldiers at the front are told in 
the following letteis, 

“Near our trench,” says a soldier 
returned from the Aisne, “there were 
& lot of wounded and their cries for 
water were pitiful. In the trenches 
was a quiet chay of the Engineers, 
who could stand it no longer. He 
collected all the water bottles he 
could lay hold of, and said he was 
going out. The air was thick with 
shell and rifle fire, and to show wour- 
self at all was to sign your death- 
warrant, That chi.p knew it as well 
td stop him. He got to the first man 
all right and gave him a swig from

a@ bottle. No sooner did he show 
himself than the Germans opened 
fire. 


“After attending to the first man 
he crawled along the ground to others 
until he was about a quarter of a mile 
away from us. Then he stood up and 
zigzagged toward another batch of 
wounded, but that was the end of him, 
The German fire gct hotter and hotter, 
He was hit badly, and with just a 
slight upward fling of his arms he 
dropped to ez.rth like the hero he was, 

“Later, he was picked up with the 
wounded, but he was as dead as they 
make them out there. The wounded 
men for whose sake he had risked 
and lost his life thought a lot of him, 
and were greatly cut up at his death, 
One of them who was hit so hard that 
he would ncver see another Sunday 
said to me as we passed the Engineer 
chap, who lay with a smile on his 
white face and had more bullets in 
him than would set a battalion of 
sharpshooters up in business for 
themselves, ‘He was a rare good one, 
he was. It’s something worth living 
for to have seen a deed like that, 
and now that I have seen it I don’t 
care what becomes of me.’ That's 
what we all felt about it.” 

The story of the bravery of Cor- 
poral Lupin, of Liege, is told by a 
Belgian officer. 

We were on the right bank of the 
Meuse, at Bellaire, in close touch 
with the German battery. The mus- 
ketry on both sides was terrible. All 
at once, the Germans adopted new 
tactics, They seemed to withdraw 
from their position, and we could 
distinctly notice their ranks splitting 
as if in great confusion, It was only 
to bring up more artillery which had 
been rushing from behind. The move 
was smartly executed, the ranks 
closed again, and for a time they 
seemed as if they were goings to have 
the advantage over us. 

But now young Lupin had seen) 
his cnance looming, and what he did) 
altogether changed the fece of 
things. 

Like a flash, the boy dashed off un-| 
der cover of a ditch to the left of} 
the German battery. At 300 metres 
distance he found shelter behind a 
wall, He took aim at the battery in; 
enfilade, and his Mauser brought 
down in quick succession the chief 
officer, the under. officers, andthe 
artillerymen, 

This time real confusion took place 
at the German battery, which was! 
nearly silenced. The Germans, think-! 
ing that a whole platoon was now 
attacking them, directea their last 
piece of artillery on the wall, and 
with a terrific carsh the wall came 
down, burying the brave Corporal 
Lupin. The boy's bravery had weak- 
ened the Germiun poistion, and it dia 
no, take us long to scatter them and 
put another victory on our list. 

How Reservist Dobson saved a 
comrade and earned the Victoria 
Cross is told in the following letters: 

Writing to his wife, Dobson says: 

“You will know by the time you 
receive this letter that I have been 
recommended ofr the Victoria Cross, 
an honor I never thought would come 
my way. I only took my chance and 
did my duty to save my comrades. 
It: was really notning.” 

The second letter is from Lady 
Mildred Kollett, whose husband com- 
mands Dobson’s company. It is aa- 
dressed to Mrs. Dobson: 

“You will be glad to know that 
your husband is very well and has 
behaved with very great. gallantry. 
Captain Follett says: ‘A thick fog 
came down, so I sen three men out 
100 yards to our front to warn them 
of an attack by the enemy. After 
tiey had been there an hour the tog 
suddenly lifted, and they were fired 
on at close range. One man _ was 
killed, one badiy woundea, and one 
crawled back. I didn’t Know how to 
get the wounded rian back, so 1 
called for a voluntcer and Reservist 
Dobson at once responded and went 
out to fetch him. He was_ heavily 
fired at, but not hit.”

the sovereignty of that island is still!

King of the Lusignan line—who was 
also King of Armenia—was carried 
captive to Jerusalem, and afterwards 
sent to Paris, where he died in 1393. 
His descendants have frequently as- 
serted their rights to the crown of 
Armenie and Cyprus. The last well 
authenticated claimant was Guy de 
Lusignan, who died in a Paris cellar 
in 1795, but a claim to direct descent 
was put forward so recently as 1884 
by Archbishop Khorian, who repre- 
sented the Armenians at the Con- 
gress of Berlin and who set up a 
modest claim that the Island of Cyp- 
rus should be made over to his fam- 
ily as heirs to the throne of Armenia.

Memory of the horrible suffer- 
ings endured by Napoleon's men on 
their winter retreat from Moscow, 
when men huddled together in great 
heaps on barn floors to keep warm at} 
nights, and woke up in the morning to 
find those in the outer layer dead from 
the cold, raises vivid imaginings of 
the horrors men might guffer. Of 
course modern armies are infinitely 
better provided for than that aban- 
doned one, But we frequently hear of 
lack of food and clothing’ It is mur- 
derous, without wagzons, to make long 
marches or for the men to bivouac, 
for each ‘7Ouiu have to carry an un- 
supportable load of blankets and over- 
coat, besides rifle and ammunition, 
Much depends on the rapidity of Rus- 
sia’s present advance towards Ber- 
lin, which is, to say the least, remark- 
able. Winter is the chief horror of 
the protracted struggle tnat is in pro- 
gress not only in the east Prussian 
marshes and in Poland, but also in 
the uplands. of Galicia and the Carpa- 


thian passes where there has been 
much suffering. 
We are more intimate with the 


horrors of the trenches in Flanders 
where the climate is more like that 
of Washington, Up in the hills of the 
Aruennes, and further up in the 
Vosges Mountains that form the 
boundary between France and Alsace, 
the cold at night is intense. The pro- 
gress of invention has made such a 
difference between now and the wars 
of a century ago that it is hard to 
reason from one to the other. We 
have now vastly larger accumulations 
of men and better facilities for sup- 
plies and comforts.
